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REPORT  OF 
THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


Early  in  the  past  summer  the  interior  of  the  library  was 
freshly  re-decorated  by  O.  L.  and  Leslie  Carter,  to  finish  the 
more  extensive  repairs  begun  the  previous  fall. 

The  outside  of  the  building  also  was  repainted  in  Novem- 
ber through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Henry  H.  Halladay  of  Brook- 
line,  Mass.,  and  relatives  in  Goshen  and  elsewhere,  Lucius  T. 
Adams  doing  the  work. 

A  very  interesting  list  of  new  books,  although  delayed, 
are  now  on  the  shelves  for  patrons. 

Two  very  good  friends  of  the  library  have  been  removed 
during  the  year  by  death. 

Frank  H.  Stockwell,  newly  elected  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, died  suddenly  June  3,  1935.  He  had  taken  a  deep  interest 
in  the  interior  decorating,  personally  supervising  its  detail,  as 
well  as  exercising  great  activity  in  all  other  matters  pertaining 
to  the  library.  W.  R.  Nelson  has  been  appointed  to  the  place 
thus  left  vacant. 

The  friendship  of  Henry  H.  Halladay  had  been  of  still 
longer  duration.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  library  was 
founded  in  1889  by  a  gift  of  books  from  Mr.  Halladay's  mother. 
Mrs.  Sarah  Horton  Halladay  Deming,  in  memory  of  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Olive  G.  Pettis.  Thus  Mr.  Halladay's  sympathies  were  a- 
roused  when  a  very  young  man.  In  later  years,  as  he  prospered 
in  business,  his  interest  took  form  in  a  desire  that  the  little  col- 
lection of  volumes,  that  had  been  bandied  about  from  one 
dwelling-house  to  another  for  more  than  a  decade,  should  find 
haven  in  a  suitable  building  of  its  own.  He  started  the  enter- 
prise with  a  suggested  design,  patterned  after  a  rural  library 
in  Maine,  and  a  generous  pledge  which  was  eventually  increased 
to  a  much  larger  sum.  The  plan  found  immediate  favor  and 
backing,  from  influential  townspeople,  and  in  1907  the  present 
commodious  and  attractive  building  was  dedicated. 

Mr.  Halladay's  practical  interest  did  not  cease,  however, 
but  was  continually  manifested  by  such  donations  as  a  box  of 
carefully  chosen  books,  the  large  reading-table  and  arm-chairs, 
and  valuable  pictures  for  the  walls.  Only  this  past  autumn  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Halladay  brought  the  library  about  one  hundred  vol- 
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umes,  a  fine  steel  engraving,  "Mercy's  Dream,"  and  a  handsome 
chair  which  had  once  been  owned  by  his  grandmother,  Olive  G. 
Pettis.  The  news  of  his  death,  January  20,  1936,  came  as  a  dis- 
tinct shock  to  his  many  friends  and  relatives  in  this  vicinity.

REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Goshen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools. 

Teachers 

This  year  sees  new  teachers  in  both  schools.  The  Village 
School  was  fortunate  in  securing  as  a  teacher  Mrs.  Grace  Scran- 
ton,  formerly  a  teacher  in  the  Newport  Primary  School.  Her 
efficient  management  and  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the 
pupils  make  this  an  outstanding  rural  school.  At  the  Corner 
School  Mrs.  Brown  resigned  at  the  Thanksgiving  recess  to  move 
out  of  town.    Miss  Lillie  Mellen  has  taken  her  place. 

Buildings 

The  schoolroom  at  the  Corner  has  been  redecorated  and 
is  very  cheerful  and  attractive.  The  walls  of  the  anteroom  and 
the  wood  shed  are  dilapidated  and  should  be  repaired.  The 
schoolhouse,  in  which  our  children  spend  so  many  hours,  should 
be  neat  and  attractive.  The  outside  should  be  painted  to  pre- 
serve the  wood  as  well  as  for  appearance.  This  will  be  at- 
tended to,  according  to  present  plans,  next  summer. 

The  Village  School  needs  better  lighting  as  was  men- 
tioned in  last  year's  report.  Twice  this  year  school  has  had  to 
be  closed  because  the  room  was  too  dark  to  carry  on  regular 
work.     There  are  two  possible  solutions  to  the  problem. 

1.  Install  electric  lights  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$50.00.  The  annual  charge  for  current  used,  (including  the  min- 
imum monthly  charge),  will  be  about  $25.00,  not  to  mention  the 
fee  for  installing  a  meter. 

2.  Put  windows  along  the  south  wall,  where  there  is  the 
best  light.  There  are  no  obstructions  to  light  on  this  side  as 
there  are  on  the  north  side.  Some  of  the  windows  on  the  north 
side  should  be  removed,  and  transferred  to  the  south  wall,  in 
order  to  provide  wall  space  for  blackboards.  The  westerly  win- 
dow would  be  closed  up  since  that  side  would  be  the  front  of 
the  room,  allowing  light  to  come  from  the  pupils'  left.     Once 
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these  -alterations  are  made  there  will  be  ample  light  without 
further  expense.  I  trust  the  special  article  in  the  warrant  cov- 
ering- this  proposition  will  be  acted  upon  favorably. 

The  pupils  at  the  Village  School  are  to  be  commended  for 
building  an  adequate  box  for  firewood.  They  also  repaired  the 
victrola  and  are  making  a  doll  house  for  the  smaller  children. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  pupils  take  pride  in  their  school  and  work 
so  zealously  for  improvements. 

Finances 

A  little  is  allowed  for  increases  in  teachers'  salaries.  A 
capable  teacher  deserves  recognition  in  the  matter  of  salary. 
This  item  is  taken  care  of  in  the  state  aid. 

There  is  need  of  new  and  up-to-date  textbooks  in  some 
subjects.  We  have  not  been  able  to  provide  all  that  are  re- 
quired.    Therefore  a  little  more  is  asked  for  this  item. 

A  state-aided  town  in  New  Hampshire  is  fortunate  be- 
cause a  large  part  of  its  school  expenses  is  paid  out  of  state 
funds.  All  the  items  in  the  budget  from  "Teachers'  Salaries" 
down  through  "Other  Special  Activities,"  excluding  "High 
School  Tuition,"  are  subject  to  state  aid.  For  those  items  the 
Goshen  School  District  must  raise  $1,125.50,  (one-half  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  equalized  valuation).  The  balance,  if  approved, 
is  paid  by  state  aid. 

If  state  aid  previously  granted  is  not  all  expended,  the 
surplus  is  deducted  from  the  next  allotment.  The  reduced 
budget  of  last  March  required  a  salary  of  $720.00  for  each 
teacher.  State  aid  was  figured  on  much  higher  salaries.  There- 
fore to  pay  only  $720.00  meant  a  substantial  loss  in  state  aid. 
The  school  district  has  to  pay  the  same  amount  ($1,125.50)  on 
state-aided  items  whether  salaries  are  $720.00  or  $900.00.  Re- 
ducing salaries  does  not  save  the  taxpayers  a  penny.  It  merely 
saves  the  state,  which  has  the  money  and  is  ready  to  pay  it. 
The  teacher  is  the  one  who  loses — and  she  works  the  hardest. 
That  did  not  seem  fair.  So  after  consultation  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  salaries  were  raised  to  $850.00  each. 
The  wisdom  of  this  is  proved  by  the  recent  announcement  that 
our  state  aid  for  next  year  has  not  been  cut — in  fact  it  is  more. 

It  is  expected  to  have  a  balance  next  June  30  of  $400.00. 

The  amount  of  the  suggested  budget  for  next  year 
($3,377.75)  is  less  than  the  amount  spent  during  1934-35,  but  is 
a  little  larger  than  the  expected  expenditures  of  the  present 
year,    due   chiefly   to    high    school    tuition,   transportation,   and 
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teachers'  salaries.  On  account  of  the  estimated  income  next 
year,  the  appropriation  requested  is  actually  $90.00  less  than 
the  reduced  appropriation  of  last  March. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  constant  cooper- 
ation of  the  School  Board,  teachers  and  pupils.  The  parents, 
too,  have  shown  a  great  interest  in  the  schools.  Special  com- 
mendation should  be  given  to  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  which  has 
entertained  the  Village  School  at  lunch  twice  a  month.

January   1935  -  January  1936 


The  routine  health  inspection  showed  greater  interest  in 
health  habits  and  personal  hygiene  among  all  pupils. 

Forty-six  home  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  to  follow 
up  illnesses  and  to  report  and  stimulate  attention  regarding 
handicapping  conditions.  The  parents  exhibited  a  genuine  inter- 
est in  the  welfare  of  their  children. 

Fifty-four  school  visits  were  made  for  health  objectives 
during  the  year.  The  nurse  was  called  upon  to  interview  state 
agencies,  county  and  local  officials,  physicians  and  dentist.
